To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Aled  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Hughes  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Aled 
in  1963.  It  follows  the  pattern  fixed  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  statistics  are  satisfactory  except  in  so  far  as  they 
seem  to  denote  a fall  in  the  population.  The  Registrar-General 
has  not  seen  fit  to  accept  the  Census  figures  as  truly  represen- 
ting our  population,  but  he  has  accepted  that,  over  the  decade, 
the  number  of  residents  has  fallen  by  about  100.  The  fact 
that  the  birth-rate  has  risen  and  the  death-rate  fallen  suggests 
that  the  true  population  has  not  fallen.  But  we  have  a healthy 
area.  It  is  a very  great  satisfaction  to  me  in  writing  what 
must  be  my  last  Annual  Report,  to  claim  an  infant  mortality  of 
NIL.  This  is  perfection. 

The  hygiene  of  the  area  is  good  on  the  whole.  Refuse 
Collection  has  improved  but  refuse  disposal  is  a cause  for 
worry.  A suitable  tip  in  a more  central  position  is  desired. 
Weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  desired.  This  may  mean  another 
team  of  men. 

I am  not  sure  that  the  provision  of  litter  baskets  at 
strategic  points  on  the  highway  is  wise.  Persons  going  pic- 
nics, etc.,  should  be  encouraged  to  be  responsible  for  their 
litter.  Today,  Councils  seem  to  accept  this  responsibility  for 
them.  Moreover,  I have  not  seen  a litter  basket  in  a Rural 
area  which  is  not  surrounded  by  an  unsightly  collection  of 
small  papers,  cigarette  boxes,  match  boxes,  cartons,  etc. 


There  are  still  many  houses  without  running  water.  These 
will,  no  doubt,  soon  be  provided.  When  water  goes  into  a 
house,  it  must  come  out — so  sewage  disposal  plant  becomes 
requisite.  Cesspools,  filtration  plants,  etc.,  were  good  before 
the  advent  of  detergents — supervision  is  now  more  important 
than  of  yore  and  pollution  of  streams  is  increasing. 

I am  not  satisfied  with  the  degree  of  immunisation  against 
smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  polio- 
myelitis during  the  past  few  years.  There  seems  to  be  an 
atmosphere  of  complacency  towards  infection — “ It  won’t 
happen  to  us.” 

It  is  not  given  to  me  to  go  into  retirement  feeling  that  I 
have  achieved  my  goals,  but  I do  look  to  the  Aled  with  great 
satisfaction.  So  much  has  been  accomplished.  1 need  only  to 
cite  a few  of  our  real  successes — housing;  the  renovation  of 
picturesque  old  cottages  as,  well  as  the  building  of  new  ones; 
water  supply;  drainage  in  the  villages;  refuse  collection,  etc. 
Moreover,  there  is  not  in  your  Council  meetings  any  atmos- 
phere of  complacency,  but  a steady  pressing  forward  that 
stimulates  your  Officers. 

I have  to  express  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and 
to  your  predecessors,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Council, 
for  constant  support  and  encouragement  and  friendship. 

Finally,  I have  been  one  of  a team — led  by  Mr.  Brookes 
Parry,  the  Clerk — which  has  always  felt  pride  in  the  Aled.  To 
them  and  especially  to  Mr.  Fred  Levesley,  with  whom  I have 
had  most  contact,  I owe  thanks  for  staunch  friendship  and 
support.

The  1961  Census  showed  a population  of  6519 — a fall  of 
535  in  10  years.  For  statistical  purposes,  however,  the  Regis- 
trar-General estimates  that  there  are  6,890  inhabitants  (20 
less  than  in  1962).  The  Census  showed  3,i9o  males  (i,o54 
married)  and  3,326  females  (1,537  married). 

399  males  and  417  females  (total  816)  were  over  65  years 
of  age.  These  constitute  12.5'  per  cent,  of  the  population. 

508  persons  (7.75  per  cent,  of  population ) were  over  70 
years  of  age — of  these  236  were  male  and  272  female.

All  the  households  in  the  area  were  structurally  separate 
dwellings.  10  of  these  households  consisted  of  one  room  only. 
In  166  dwellings  there  were  more  than  one  person  per  room. 
219  houses  are  entirely  without  a cold  water  tap  in  the  build- 
ing. 454  were1  without  a hot  water  tap.  598  were  without  a 
bath  and  513  were  without  a water  closet. 


The  following  table  is  provided  by  the  Registrar  General : 
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It  will  be  noted  that  no  death  occurred  in  anyone  under 
35  years  of  ago  and  that  42  (65  per  cent.)  of  the  deaths  con- 
cerned persons  over  65. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

(1)  Laboratory  Services. 

(a)  Bacterial:  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Bryn 
Hyfryd,  Conway,  is  one  of  a network  of  centres  established 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  over  Britain.  Dr.  Kingsley  Smith 
is  in  charge  and  I have  again  to  express  appreciation  to  him 
and  his  staff  for  much  help  given  in  the  control  and  assisting 
me  to  trace  sources  of  infectious  disease.  By  testing,  they 
can  advise  what  antibiotics  are  likely  to  be  effectve  and  which 
ineffective  against  germs  found  n specific  cases. 


During1  1962,  Mr.  Levesley  took  113  water  samples,  30  milk 
samples  and  8 ice-cream  samples  for  examination.  I was  res- 
ponsible for  168  samples  of  faeces  (tests  for  dysentry,  etc.) 
and  12  other  samples  from  No.  1 Western  area,  which  includes 
Alecl.  Many  of  these  samples  came  from  the  Aled  but  are  not 
distinguished  in  the  records. 


Dr.  Kingsley  Smith  has,  when  it  was  felt  desirable,  accom- 
panied me  on  visits  to  homes  and  farms  to  make  investiga- 
tions. 


(b)  Prophylactic  and  Therapeutic  Agents:  Smallpox  voc- 
cine,  lympth  and  gamma  globulin  are  stocked  at  the  Public 
Plealth  Laboratory,  Conway. 


Typhus  vaccine,  rabies  vaccine  and  anthrax  vaccine,  for 
prophylactic  use  only,  are  held  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, 126  Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool  (Tel.  Royal  3636). 


Anthrax  vaccine  for  therapeutic  use  is  held  at  the  Fazakerly 
Hospital,  Liverpool  (Tel.  Aintree  2324).  (24-hour  service). 


.Snake  anti-venum  and  Botulinus  anti-serum  are  held  at  the 
C.  & A.  Hospital,  Bangor  (Tel.  Bangor  3321).  (24-hour  ser- 
vice). 
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Anti-yellow  fever  vaccine  is  obtainable  at  the  Regional 
Blood  Transfusion  Centre,  Halton  Gardens,  Liverpool  (Tel. 
Central  8433)  and  inoculations  are  given  by  appointment  only. 


Anti-cholera,  anti-tetanus,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
vaccine  must  be  obtained  through  the  usual  trade  channels. 


Anti-vaccine  for  tropical  snakes  is  held  only  at  the  Dispen- 
sary, Royal.  South  Hants,  and  Southampton  Hospital,  South- 
ampton (Tel.  Southampton  26211).  (24-hour  service). 

Women  exposed  to  German  Measles  during  the  early  months 
of  pregnancy  should  receive  an  injection  of  Gamma  Globulin 
as  the  German  Measles  germ  can  cause  her  baby  to  be  grossly 
malformed.  Gamma  Globulin  can  minimise  this  danger. 


(c)  Pathological  and  Biochemical:  Doctors  may  send  speci- 
mens likely  to  help  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease 
to  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital,  Rhyl.  I do  not  receive  any 
information  concerning  such  specimens  or  reports — they  are, 
rightly,  kept  private. 


(2)  Water. 


(a)  Bacteriological  113  Samples  of  water  taken  with  proper 
precautions,  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
testing.  The  test  entails  a search  for  germs.  Many  of  these 
tests  were  from  springs  and  wells  in  the  area— these  are 
naturally  suspect.  Others  were  taken  from  water-taps.  Water 
in  the  mains  may  be  contaminated  by  leakage  from  the  pipes 
or  through  valves.  An  adverse  report  entails  a prompt  exami- 
nation of  the  supply  of  the  area  involved. 


(b)  Chemical:  Chemical  tests  are  not  so  urgent  or  so  infor- 
mative as  bacteriological  tests.  The  former  tells  of  contamina- 
tion and  subsequent  natural  purification  of  the  supply  on  the 
gathering  ground  by,  say,  animal  excretion.  It  also  answers 
the  question  “ is  there  any  chemical  poison — such  as  lead — in 
the  water?”  I am  glad  to  say  that  there  has  not  been  any 
evidence  of  plumbo-solvency  since  additional  alkali  was  added 
to  the  Gian  Conway  supply.

The  1961  Census  showed  that  there  were  219  houses  in  the 
area  without  a cold  water  tap.  To  most  of  these,  water  has 
now  been  taken  by  the  main  from  Llyn  Bran  and,  no  doubt, 
the  others  will  be  brought  into  the  scheme  when  it  becomes 
possible. 


(c)  Chlorine  Tests:  Chlorine  is  added  to  all  water  supplied 
in  the  mains.  This  ensures  that  the  water  is  free  from  germs. 
Normally,  the  chlorine  disappears  from  the  water  before  it 
reaches  house  taps.  If  excess  is  added,  it  may  taste  the 
water..  To  guard  against  this,  the  Surveyor  and  his  Staff  test 
the  water  for  chlorine  residue. 


(3)  Food  and  Drugs. 

Mr  Evans,  Chief  Inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
to  the  Denbigh  County  Council,  has  supplied  the  following  in-

Of  the  twenty-one  samples  taken  during  the  year  only  one  was  the 
subject  of  an  adverse  Analyst’s  report.  This  was  a sample  of  farm- 
bottled  milk  which  was  certified  to  be  slightly  deficient  in  fat.',  As  an 
“Appeal  to  Cow  ’’  sample  taken  at  the  farm  showed  that  the  cows  were 
giving  milk  which  was  sub-standard,  no  further  action  was  taken  except 
to  advise  the  farmer.

(4)  Milk. 

Milk  is  tested  for  impurities  and  adulteration  by  the 
Inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  As  will  be  seen 
above,  14  samples  were  taken,  13  were  genuine  and  one 
although  probably  genuine,  was  sub-standard. 

The  County  Public  Health  Inspector  takes  samples  at  the 
farms  and  pasteurising  works,  etc.,  to  find  if  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  at  farms  is  adequate. 

Mr.  Levesley  took  30  samples  of  milk  at  the  point  of  delivery 
to  consumers  to  test  for  keeping  quality.. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  County  Council  provides  transport  to  and  from  hospitals 
for  those  unable,  for  medical  reasons,  to  travel  by  Public 
Transport.  The  service  for  this  area  is  administered  from  my 
office  where  a 24-hour  service  is  maintained.  There  are  now 
12  ambulances  under  my  control.  These  are  run  by  nine  full- 
time drivers,  assisted  by  the  Colwyn  Bay  and  Abergele  Volun- 
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tary  Ambulance  Corps,  who  also  provide  teams  every  night 
and  at  holiday  times  (and  weekends),  when  they  take  over 
the  full  responsibility.- 

Most  of  the  ambulances  are  under  radio  control  from  the 
Civic  Centre,  Colwyn  Bay. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  Nurses  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  to  treat 
sick  persons  in  their  homes.  These  nurses  act  on  the  instruc- 
tions of  family  doctors. 

(b)  “ Home  Helps  ” are  women  sent  to  help  a housewife 
who  is  temporarily  incapacitated  by  illness.  They  are  super- 
vised by  the  Senior  Health  Visitor  stationed  at  Colwyn  Bay. 
This  service  is  not  free — a charge  is  made  according  to  the 
income  of  the  recipient ; nor  is  it  given  for  an  indefinite  period. 
There  is  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  women  to  serve  and  the 
service  has  to  be  rationed  out — one  woman  may  attend  at 
several  homes  each  day. 

It  is  not  possible  to  provide  a full-time  attendance  at  any 
home  nor  to  provide  for  “ night  sitting.” 

CLINICS. 

(a)  At  Colwyn  Bay  Clinic,  Nant-y-Glyn  Road: 

Monday — (1)  Family  Planning:  This  is  provided  by  a 
voluntary  committee,  but  meets  in  the  Clinic  premises 
and  co-ordinates  its  work  with  other  work  of  the 
Health  Department.

Children  need- 
ing attention  for  these  conditions  are  seen  by 
arrangement  at  the  West  Denbighshire  Hospital  on 
Wednesdays. 

Thursday — (4)  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  10  a.m.,  alternate 
weeks. 

Friday — (5)  Toddlers’  Clinic  at  2 p.m.,  by  appointment 
made  at  the  Tuesday  Clinic  or  through  the  Health 
Visitors.

There  is  no  Day  Nursery  in  the  area. 


PROTECTION  AGAINST  INFECTION. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  exact  information  as  to  the  number  of 
persons  given  protective  treatment.  Many  mothers  from  the 
Aled  take  their  children  to  Colwyn  Bay,  Abergele  or  Denbigh 
Clinics,  consequently  the  statement  that  only  7 children  were 
vaccinated  against  smallpox,  and  two  were  re-vaccinated,  is 
probably  an  understatement,  but  as  the  numbers  treated  at 
the  Clinics  named  also  fell  during  1962.  it  is  probable  that  the 
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understatement  is  not  great.  As  there  were  90  births  in  1961, 
and  93  and  1963,  I feel  that  protection  against  smallpox  in  the 
Aled  is  inadequate.  Until  the  Government  advised  against 
early  vaccination  (i.e.,  infants  of  2 — 5 months)  and  asked 
doctors  in  Clinics  to  delay  this  protection  until  the  baby  is  12 
months  old,  vaccination  has  fallen  off. 

Sixty-one  infants  received  primary  protection  against 
Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough,  and  54  receved 
“ booster  ” doses. 

Fifty-eight  children  received  primary  protection  against 
Poliomyelitis,  and  14  had  booster  doses.  These  figures  are  not 
satisfactory.  They  denote  that  only  about  60  per  cent,  of  child- 
ren in  the  Aled  have  been  protected  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus,  Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis.  Children  aged 
13  attending  secondary  schoold  in  Denbigh,  Abergele,  Colwyn 
P>ay  and  Llanrwst  were  asked  to  undergo  a skin  test  to  find 
if  they  had  ever  been  exposed  to  Tuberculosis  and  if  they  had 
any  defence  against  it-  Most  pupils  accepted  this  and  such  as 
had  no  protection  were  immunised  by  B.C.G.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

General:  As  forecast  in  last  year’s  report,  the  unsatisfactory 
supplies  to  Llanfair  Village  and  Betws-yn-Rhos  have  now 
been  done  away  with  and  the  areas  concerned  are  supplied  by 
the  Llyn  Conwy  mains. 

The  treatment  of  the  water  with  “ Calgon  ” at  the  Llyn 
Bran  Treatment  Works  has  resulted  in  an  improvement  in  the 
colour  of  the  water  in  the  areas  previously  affected  by  dis- 
colouration. A further  period  of  test  will  be  necessary  to 
ascertain  if  a permanent  cure  has  been  effected.

Results  are  notified  to  the  Council  and  should  the  results 
indicate  that  anyf  of  the  works  are  unsatisfactory,  immediate 
attention  is  given  to  the  matter  by  the  Surveyor. 

Complants  were  received  in  respect  of  the  new  sewage 
worksj  at  Nant  Patrick,  irefnant.  ihe  complaints  referred  to 
smell  at  certain  times.  The  reason  appears  to  be  largely  due 
to  difficulty  in  disposing  of  sludge,  together  with  the  inevitable 
smell  that  arises  when  the  settlement  tanks  are  desludged. 
The  condition  of  the  works  is  being  kept  under  the  constant 
attention  of  the  Surveyor.

The  Council  has  decided  to  operate  a weekly  collection  from 
built-up  areas  and  caravan  sites.  This  will  entail  an  extra 
lorry  and  men.  The  improved  scheme  should  be  in  operation 
during  1964. 

A new  tip  site  is  urgently  required.  Acquisition  of  suitable 
sites  will  become  more  and  more  of  a problem.  The  solution 
for  the  future  may  lie  in  a number  of  authorities  combining 
in  the  use  of  a centralised  system  of  disposal  by  modern 
methods.  Controlled  tipping  can,  however,  still  play  a part  in 
reclamation  of  land  when  suitable  sites  are  found.  The  com- 
paratively small  amount  of  refuse  available  for  this  purpose 
from  Aled  district  only  makes  land  reclamation  a lengthy 
process,  and  does  not  encourage  landowners  to  offer  land  for 
the  purpose.  Combination  with  other  authorities  could  make 
for  quick  reclamation  which  might  appeal  more  to  owners  of 
suitable  land.

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The  number!  of  licensed  caravan  sites  continues  to  increase. 
In  addition  to  the  licensed  site,  there  are  numbers  of  addi- 
tional caravans  which  remain  on  farms  overnight. 

During  the  year  an  increase  in  the  number  of  caravans  was 
approved  in  two  instances. 

Planning  consent  was  refused  in  respect  of  three  applica- 
tions. 

It  was  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices  under  the  pro- 
visions of  The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960,  in  respect  of  (i)  unlicensed  site;  (ii)  absence  of  water 
supply.  Both  notices  were  complied  with. 

Generally,  however,  sites  were  probably  maintained  and  kept 
in  accordance  with  the  conditions.  Two  sites  can  be  regarded 
as  model  caravan  sites,  where  the  owners  have  provided 
amenities  in  excess  of  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  Act.

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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

The  number  of  applications  for  grants  remained  up  to  the 
normal  average  and  shows  no  indication  of  decreasing. 

Standard  grants  have  not  been  as  popular  as  forecast.  It  is 
not  anticipated  that  this  type  of  grant  will  be  attractive  in 
rural  areas  where  septic  tank  drainage  is  general,  and  no  extra 
grant  is  available  for  this  means  of  sewage  disposal.  Although 
plans  are  not  required  in  the  making  of  Standard  Grant  appli- 
cations, they  are  invariably  required  for  byelaw  purposes.  No 
grant  is  available  for  professional  fees  in  the  case  of  Standard 
Grants  as  is  the  case  for  Discretionary  Grants.  These  appear 
to  be  the  chief  reason  why  Standard  Grants  do  not  appear  to 
be  in  demand.
